Austrian Efforts To Recapture Lost Ground Between Gorizia and 

; Tolmino Fail—Italians Have Captured 6,500 Prisoners—Germans 
Have Apparently Given Up Hope of Recapturing Lost Positions on 
Hindenburg Line—Russian Repulse Teuton Attacks in Volhynia. 


LONDON, May 18. destructive 
effectiveness made possible the successful Somme and Arras offen 
sives, is co-operating with the Italians in their latest attempt to drive 
the Austrians from the line of the Isonzo, Against the combined 
British and Italian artillery fire, the Austrians have failed in at 
tempts to recapture lost ground between Gorizia and Tolmino, At 
four points along the line the Austrians have made repeated attacks, 
but all efforts were checked by artillery fire and infantry counter 
attacks, Meanwhile, under the cover of the artillery, the Utalians 
were busily fortifying captured positions and preparing for any for- 
ward movement. In addition to the taking of much war material, 
Rome reports the capture of nearly 6,500 prisoners, 

Artillery Action In West. 

Artillery actions only are reported from the British front 
around Arras. The Germans apparently have given up hope of re- 
taking Bulleeourt and other strategic positions now in British hands, 
and admit the evacuation of Bullecourt, Crown Prince Rupprecht 
has made no new counter attack.

The Cameronia 
was launched at Glasgow on May 27, 
1911 She was requisitioned by the 
British government on May 1, 1915, 
and for the two intervening years has 
been in transport service by the Brit- 
ish admiralty

DANGER FROM 
i? FLOOD PAST 


During Past Two Days Saskat- 
chewan Has Risen About 
Ten Feet 


After rising about ten feet the Sas- 
katchewan river is now slowly coming 
back to normal again, Between eight 
a.m, and noon Friday the depth of the 
water had.gone down one foot. 

The water was up to the 24.67 foot 
mark at noon Friday and at the same 
time on Thureday it stood at 21.60, a 
rise of 6.50 over Wednesday.

Decision of Mr. Justice Ives is 
Reversed by Full Court on 
Appeal 


In the appeal court on Friday before 
Juetices Harvey, Stuart, Beck and 
Walsh the appeal case of Cristall, 
Diaintif?f and appellant, ve. McKernan, 
defendant and respondent was decided 
for the Intift. 

This an action claiming $12,000 
under a lease onthe Royal George 
Hotel. The Action was brought betobe 
Mr. Justice Ives and dismissed with 
costs. Mr, Cristal! appeal) from the 
judgment. The Judgment of the appeal 
court was handed down Friday by 
His Lordship Mr, Justice Harvey with 
thelr Lordships, Beck, Walsh and 
Stuart concurring. Judgment was giv- 
en to the plaintiff for $12,000 and the 
costs of the action, 

It appears that the plaintiff was 
owner of the Royal George Hotel 
which he leased to the defendant for 
the term of two years and nine months 
commencing on the Ist day of October, 
1913, at a monthly rental of $2,000 
payable In advance, The lease contain- 
ed a clause which stated that should 
the defendant make an assignment for 
the benefit of his creditors or become 
bankrupt or insolvent provision should 
be made for the payment of the rent. 
On the 16th of May, 1915, the defend 
int made an assignment for the bene- 
fil of his creditors to the official as- 
signee, On the 28rd of April, 1915, the 
official assignee took possession of the 
hotel and an arrangement was made 
whereby the assignee would pay the 
monthly rent provided the profits from 
the business would allow him to do go. 
He sold the chattels and leased the 
hotel on the 80th of June, 1916, for 
a monthly rental of $1,000, The point 
to be decided was is the assignee li- 
able for the atx months’ rent. "4

ased at the recent Session of the 

gielature, the Minister of Municipal 
Affatrs is authorized to divide the 
Province tnto Hospital Districts. He 
{a aleo charged with the responsibility 
of aupplying plans, specifications, es- 
timates, advice on sites and manage- 
ment and such other assistance as he 
may be able to give, The bringing in- 
the existence of a hospital depends on 
the initiative of the people. When 
more shan one council is concerned, 
the consent of the other counoil or 
eouncils fs necessary, as well as the 
petition from the electors within the 
municipality, The preliminary work 
being done, the council shall appoint 
@ hospital board. In the ease-of one 
muntelpality undertaking the work, 
the board shall consist of three mem- 
bers of the council and three electors 
outside the council, When there are 
two municipalities In the proposed 
district each councll shall appoint 
three representatives, one being a 
member of the council, and two elec- 
tors not councillors, When the ap- 
Ppotntments are made the names are 
sent to the Minister, who names a 
convenor and the place and date of 
meeting for organization, The board 
has power— 

To appoint such officials as may be 
necessary and to fix the amount of 
remuneration; 

To determine the site and arrange 
for purchase of same: 

To arrange for the acquirin 
erection of a suitable building; a! 

To make arvangements with any 
existing hospital, if preferred to un- 
dertake the establishment and main- 
tenance of a separate institution; 

To engage medical practitioners and 
nurses; 

To arrange for financing the hos- 
pital, the preparation of estimates, 
etce,, the municipality providing the 
money as for other municipal enter- 
prises, 

The levy for capital expenditure 
shall not be higher than two mills on 
the dollar, 

As soon as the plans are approved 
by the Minister of Municipal Affairs, 
the council shall prepare a bylaw for 
submission to the electors, which 
must be voted on within three montha.

ture of Canada and tho United States. 
The Submarine Menace 

Turning to the submarine menace 
Sir Robert said that perhaps its seri- 
ousness might not be realized. He 
believed it would be met. There was 
enough determination, resourcefulness 
and courage to meet it, but he would 
not be doing his duty at the present 
time if he did not emphasize its seri- 
ousness, 

“I have no confidence that the war 
will be finished this year,” added Sir 
Robert. “I think that no true Cana- 
dian, realizing all that is at stake in 
this war, can bring nimself to con- 
sider with toleration or seriousness any 
suggestion for the relaxation of our 
efforts. The months immediately be- 
fore us may be decisive, even if the 
war should not end this year. Ger- 
many is bringing into play during the 
Present season the Inst ounce of her 
manhood. What have we done in this 
way. We have sent 326,000 men over- 
seas in the Canadian expeditionary 
force. Including reservists in British 
and allied armies the men enlisted 
for naval defense, 360,000 men at least 
have left the shores cf Canada. It is 
a great effort, but greater still is 
needed, 

Voluntary System Fails 

“Hitherto we have depended upon 
voluntary enlitsment. 1 myself stated 
to parliament that nothing more than 
voluntary enlistment was prosposed 
by the government, but I returned to 
Canada impressed at once with the 
extreme gravity of the situation, and 
with a sense of resj.ensibility for our 
further efforts at the most critical 
period of the war, It is apparent to 
me that the voluntary system will not 
yield further substantial results, 1 
hoped that it would, 

“Now the question arises as to what 
is our duty. If the cause for which 
we fight is what we believe it to be, 
if the issues involved are those which 
have been repeatedly declared by all 
our public men and in all the press of 
Canada, I believe the time has come 
when the authority of the state should 
be invoked to provide reinforcements 
necessary to sustain tiie gallant men at 
the front who have held the lines for 
months, and who have proved them- 
selves more than a mate). for the best 
troops that the enemy could send 
against them, and who are fighting in 
France and Belgium that Canada may 
live in the future. “No one who has 
seen the positoin which our men have 
taken, whether at Vimy Ridge, Cour- 
celette or elsewhere can fail to realize 
the magnitude of the task that is be- 
fore them or the splendid resourceful- 
ness which its accomplishment de 
manded, Nor can anyone realize the 
conditions under which the war is be- 
ing carried on. I have been somewhat 
in the midst of thing at the front. 
Yet I know that I cannot yet realize 
what the life in the trenches means 
and I can realize it better than those 
who have not been as near the front. 

A Call for Help 

“I bring back to the people of Can- 
ada from these men a message that 
they need our help, that they need to 
be supported, that reinforcements 
must be sent them. Thousandea of 
them have made the supreme sacrifice 
for our liberty and preservation, com- 
mon gratitude apart from all other 
considerations should bring the whole 
force of this nation behind them. I 
have promised insofaft as I am con- 
this help will be given.

“My right honorable friend,” said 
“ir Wilfrid, ‘concluded his observa- 
tions by stating that we are certain|: 
very far from the end of the struggle. 
I am afraid that his words are only 
too true. Events in Russia have 
have brought into the war a new 
feature upon which we had not calcu- 
lated. We had calculated that the 
cffensive which was to be undertaken 
by our armies this year was to have 
‘rought ourselves to the Rhine, bu 
events in Russia have enabled the 
German government to bring over to 
France nearly a million men, if not 
more. Under such circumstances it 
goes without saying that the war must 
ast a long time, 

“As to the methods which Canada 
must take with regard to the prosecu- 
tion of the war, I have this to say 
That Canada intends to remain in the 
war to the end until victory has been 
won, As to the methods which we 
are to adopt in order to bring our men 
to the front and fulfill to the end the 
duty we are determined to fulfill, a 
zood deal of consideration {a to be 
given before the traditional policy 
followed by this country shall be set 
aside. I make at present no observa- 
tion. The government tells us that 
they have a new policy to offer us, 
and I have only this to say, that when- 
ever that policy is made known to us 
we shall receive and consider it in the 
same spirit that we have determine 
since the otubreak of the war to as- 
sume toward all the proposals of the 
government, that is to give them dus 
and fair consideration, reserving to 
ourselves the liberty of free Britis.

1 sald, 
‘Reil, T think there ig not much dan- 
ger. We must be ready for them.’

Dur- 
ing the tine that Scott was a prisoner 
he was quite giddy. When tne cook 
would take him anything to eat he was 
liable to kick him when he was going 
away. They gave Mr. Scott a trial and 
he was sentenced to be shot. At the 
time he was to be shot there were four 
men with double shotguns, So Seott 
marched out in front of the Rort to 
the gate, He passed right by me and 
said, ‘Good-bye, Tom.’ He had his 
hands tied behind him with a rope and 
I could see his hands were nearly froz- 
en. The men were ordered to fire, and 
as Scott fell to the ground, he said, 
‘Oh, Lord.’ One man that fired was 
Jim Let. He said, ‘Bring me another 
gun and I'll finish him.’ Before they 
got there with the gun he was gone. 
Scott wae carried into the company's 
workhouse and Jaid there. That was

Petrograd, via London, May 18.—

sia’s secret treaties assumes a peculiar 
Significance in. view of the present 
crisis, Speaking in the duma today 
Pickanoff said: 

“If we publish secret treaties we 
shall destroy our obligations to our 
allies, and shall call forth their en- 
mity towards uae, and pérhapes we shall 
find ourselves in alliance against our 
present allles,"’ 

Munitions Improving 

Potrograd, via London, May 18.— 
A. I, Shingaroff, minister of agricul- 
ture, gave assurances regarding the 
munition situation at a conference be- 
tweon the cabinet and General Alexieff 
and other generals, M. Shingaroff said 
that the supplies for the army were 
daily improving tn quantity. 

Peasants Mold Congress 

Petrograd, via London, May 18.— 
A congress of 669 delegates, purport- 
ing to represent the peasants of all 
Russia, has assembled here. The pro- 
gram covers three points: 

First, the crystallization of the opin- 
fon of the peasant class on all vital 
national subjects, 

Second, the necessity of impressing 
on all citizeng that the new freedom 
brings not only new rights but new 
duties; 

Third, the safe-guarding of the in- 
tereste of the whole country. 

The honorary chairman pointed out 
at the opening of the congress 
necessity of the resumption of active 
operations on the front. The greetings 
of the French peasantry were extended 
through M. Thomas, French minister 
of munitions. The minister of agricul-
